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Gang Activity Is Target of New State Task Force 


Earlier this week, in an effort to 
address the problems associated with 
gang activity in Michigan, Senate Ma- 
jority Leader Dick Posthumus (R-—Alto) 
announced the formation of the Youth 
Gang Violence Task Force. The Task 
Force will be chaired by Dr. Carl Taylor, 
professor of Family and Child Ecology 
at Michigan State University (MSU). 

"Gangs are not simply an urban or 
rural problem; they are not a black or 
white problem," Posthumus said. "As 
the primary sales and distribution net- 
work for drugs, they are a universal 
problem and impact nearly our entire 
state. With Dr. Taylor's leadership and 
expertise on gang activity, I'm hoping 
we can create a united effort against 
gangs Statewide." 


A well-known authority on gangs" 


and youth violence, Taylor is director of 
Community and Youth Development 
Programs at the Institute for Children, 
Youth and Families, and advises on 
various projects concerning youth 
throughout America. 

"The loss of one child's life to violent 
gang activity istoo much," stated Taylor. 
"When children are involved in these 
gangs, they are reducing their ability to 
become solid citizens. They are on a 
dead-end street. Clearly, our communi- 
ties need more tools to combat this 
activity and let violent gangs know they

are not welcome in Michigan. | applaud 
Senator Posthumus for not only recog- 
nizing the gravity of this problem, but 
acting decisively to offer solutions.”

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Tough Drunk-driving Laws 
in Effect as of April 1st

New drunk-driving laws that took 
effect in Michigan on April Fool's Day 
are no joke. The four laws — Public Acts 
490, 491, 492, and 493 — provide stiffer 
penalties for minors and first-time viola- 
tors, and clamp down hard on repeat 
offenders. 

"We applaud State legislators for 
taking a firm stance against drunk driv- 
ers," said Jerry Basch, AAA Michigan 
Community Safety Services Manager. 
"Alcohol continues to play a major role 
in Michigan crashes. In fact, alcohol 
was afactor in36.9% of all fatal crashes 
inthis state during 1995 —anincrease of 
7.8%." 

According to Basch, about one-third 
of those arrested or convicted of drunk 
driving are repeat offenders. As many 
as 75% of convicted drunk drivers Na- 
tionwide continue to drive with a sus- 
pended license. Young drivers are also 
at risk. One of the most hazardous driv- 
ing behaviors reported among high- 
school students is the consumption of 
alcoholic beverages before driving. 
Studies suggest that as many as 61% of 
all dangerous driving events involving 
high-school seniors also involve alcohol. 

Following is a summary of the four 
new Michigan laws, designed to help 
reduce the number of alcohol-related 
injuries and deaths.

¢ PA 490 —Allows for the warrantless 
arrest of anintoxicated person found 
inthe driver's seat of a vehicle, if any 
part of that vehicle intrudes onto the 
roadway. The warrantless arrest pro- 
vision also applies to boat operators 
who have been involved in a crash 
and are suspected of being drunk. 

° PA491 — Gives judges the power to 
seize a vehicle for a first-time drunk- 
driving arrest, a second impaired 
conviction within seven years, three 
drunk-driving convictions within 10 
years, or analcoholconvictionwhere 


’ a driver caused serious injury or 


death. 

° PA 492 — Penalties pertaining to 
underage drinking or possession 
include fines of up to $100 and/or 90 
days in jail; community service; and 
substance-abuse counseling forfirst- 
time offenders. Police can arrest 
minors based on the results of a 
preliminary breath test, and adriver's 
license can be suspended or re- 

_ stricted after just one conviction. 

¢ PA 493 — The owner of a vehicle 
used by a minor in the transporting 
of alcohol could have his or her 
vehicle impounded for 15 to 30 days 
(if that person had knowledge of or 
gave consent to the use of the ve- 
hicle for transporting alcohol). Po- 
lice are required to notify a minor's 
parents or legal guardian following a 
drunk-driving arrest.

youth issues. The purpose of the task 
force is to find proactive recommenda- 
tions for reducing gang activity in local 
communities. The task force will also 
make recommendations to State law- 


makers on issues that require legisla- - 


tive action. Invitations have already been 
extended to leaders across the State 
and the task force membership should 
be complete in the near future. 

Meetings will take place across the 
State, allowing the task force to take 
testimony from individuals impacted di- 
rectly by gangs and to hear from those 
with possible solutions. Hearing dates 
and locations willbe announced as they 
are established. 

"Children are the primary victims of 
gang activity, whether through drug 
dealing, stealing, orkilling," Posthumus 
said. "Police officers have told me that

much of the recruiting for gangs takes 
place in schools, simply because that's 
where children are every day. Gangs 
will recruit and lure even elementary- 
school children with the promise of ‘easy 
money’ or the threat of harm. The sad 
truth is, most members end up either 
dead or in prison." 

Itis estimated that gangs have infil- 
trated virtually all 83 counties in Michi- 
gan and are agrowing epidemic. Gangs 
for girls are gaining in popularity and, 
often, their initiation rites are equally as 
rigorous as the ones adopted by boys' 
gangs. 

"Last year," said Posthumus, "State 
lawmakers toughened juvenile crime 
laws. The Michigan Youth Gang Vio- 
lence Task Force will focus on preven- 
tive measures and consider further 
changes in the law that may need to be 
brought before the Legislature." O
